the bouds and 87 against them, so 
that the proposition lacked ten votes 
of the required two-thirds. 


A remarkable condition of voting 


developed. 
The property interests 


generally, 
such 
extensive 
lauded 


interests aa the Housers, Chapman, 
Coolman, Reed, and scores of others, 
the ones that have to pay the taxes, 
voted for the bonds, and the opposi- 
tion was yjompoaed of a few men of 
means, who perhaps conscientiously 
believed that the district was assum- 
ing too great a burden, the laborer 
who would be likely to benefit by 
the expenditure of money in the new 
building, and the pool-room element 
and loafer. 
In fact, the defeat can 


be attributed to the latter class.
